42 Stations Broadcast Eulogy 
Given Before Colorful 
Throng in House.

TALK HEARD IN LONDON 
AND ON PACIFIC COAST 


Robed Jurists, Lawmakers, 
Diplomats and Feminine 
Finery Mark Meeting. 


With all that is official Washington 
assembled in the House chamber, Presi- 
dent Coolidge yesterday gave the world 
2 hitherto undeveloped view of George 
Washington, and in so doing set in mo- 
tion the machinery for the nation- 
wide celebration of the bicentennial 
anniversary of his birth in 1932. 

Washington was the “first commer- 
cial American,” the President said, in 
developing what was later described as 
the “Coolidge slant” on the father of 
the country. 

“He was an idealist in the sense that 
he had a very high standard of private 
and public honor,” the President de- 
clared. “‘He was a prophet to the ex- 
tent of being able to forecast with 
remarkable vision the growth ‘of the 
nation he founded and the changing 
conditions which it would meet. But 
essentially he was a very practical man. 
He analyzed the problems before him 
with a clear intellect.. Having a thor- 
ough understanding he attacked them 
with courage and energy, with patience 
and persistence.” 

Mr. Coolidge dwelt little on the moral 
-side of Washington’s life, but rather 
devoted his speech to the practical, 
business-like side of his nature—to 
the efficiency with which he operated 
his estate, to his real estate ventures 
and the like. 

Many biographies of him, the Presi- 
dent said, had sought to portray Wash- 
ington solely as a heroic and superla- 
tive figure and “the human being, sub- 
jected to the trials and temptations 
common to all mortals, has been too 
much obscured and forgotten.” 


42 Stations Broadcast. 


A hook-up of 42 radio stations, the 
greatest chain the world has ever 
known, carried the President’s words 
and the exercises to the farthermost 
reaches of the country and abroad. 
Hardly had the President returned to 
the White House than he received sev- 
eral messages from distant places tell- 
ing of the reception of his message. One 
was from Santa Cruz, Calif., while an- 
other was from Maj. Gen. J. G. Har- 
bord, president of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, who said he heard the 
exercises plainly while sitting in the 
Hotel Savoy in London. 

There was considerable of the pomp, 
though not necessarily the glitter, of 
the coronation of a king in the assem- 
blage which taxed the capacity of the 
spacious chamber, and commingling 
with it was that which on all occasions 
is democratic America. Members of 
the United States Supreme Court in 
their flowing black robes were ushered 
augustly in and seated just before the 
Speaker’s desk, and befitting ceremony 
attended the appearance of the general 
of the army and the admiral of the 
navy, Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall 
and Admiral E. W. Eberle, respectively. 
The same ceremony was on the pro- 
gram for the general of the marines, 
Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, but the 
functionary did not function and the 
general was left to come down the 
aisle alone and unheralded but with 
the “devil-may-care” attitude of‘ the 
devil dogs. 

Then there were among the law- 
makers.those who dressed for the oc- 
casion, in formal frock of cutaway 
coat, striped trousers, black thick 
folded tie and spats, and a dignity of 
pose to match. And the diplomatic 
corps gave to the chamber a grace of 
dress and manner which is not usually 
its wont. 


Democratic Not Apparent. 


But the “democracy” still was there. 
The predominance of dress, it should 
be said, was that of plain legislative 
clothes, the same which attended the 
passage of the McNary-Haugen bill, for 
in the minds of most of the senators 
was the thought that after the cere- 
mony waquid come Boulder dam and 
the House members had the midicinal 
liquor bill in the offing. There were 
members, too, who had their Httle sons 
and daughters in their seats and in 
their laps, the youngsters generally 
sleeping through the memorable occa- 
sion.

The Senate reasserted its insistence 
yesterday on its amendment to the 
naval supply bill providing funds for 
beginning construction of three light 
cruisers.

All other differences hetween the two 
houses on the naval bill were adjusted 
by the conferees but in reply to Sena- 
tor Robinson, Democratic leader. Sena- 
tor Hale (Republican), Maine, in 
charge of the bill, said the House and 
Senate were hopelessly deadlocked on 
the cruiser proposal.

MEMBERS ORDERED 
AT NIGHT SESOION 


'Warrants Issued, First in 
12 Years, to Compel 
Their Attendance. 


FILIBUSTER DEVELOPS

Cameron Talks More Than 
Five Hours; Attempts to 
Force Recess Defeated. 


(By Associated Press.) 

After attempts to round up @ quorum 
at a protracted night session had failed, 
the Senate early today ordered its ser- 
gean-at-arms to arrest absent members 
and take them to the Capitol. 

David Barry, the sergeant-at-arms, 
had expressed doubt that he had such 
authority. He had been attempting for 
an hour and a half to provide a ma- 


jority so the Senate could function. 
While he and five assistants were 


attempting to reach absentees by tele- 
phone, the senators who had remained 
on the job, during debate on the 
Boulder canyon dam bill, twiddiled 
their thumbs. 

Completely tied up during this 90- 
minute period, the Senate voted down 
motions to recess and gave more and 
increasingly stern commands to the 
sergeant-at-arms to direct attendance 
of absentees. 

A quorum cal’ just before midnight 
showed only 37 members present, 11 
less than necessary. 

Senators Johnson, Republican, of 
California, coauthor of the Boulder 
canyon dam bill, moved that the ser- 
geant-at-arms be directed to request 
the absentees to report. Later this was 
changed and the sergeant-at-arms was 
directed to “compel” the attendance of 
absentees. 


Eight Needed at 1 A. M. 


With eight senators still necessary at 
1 o’clock this morning Senator Neely, 
Democrat, West Virginia, moved that 
warrants be issued for the arrest of the 
absentees, and this was approved with- 
out discussion and without a roll call 
vote. sek

Diaz Treaty Plan Puts 
U. S. Over Nicaragua 
for 100 Years. 


CONTROL OF FINANCES 
IN AMERICAN HANDS 


Creation of National Guard 
Officered by U. S. Army 
Also Is Proposed. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Managua, Feb. 22.—Rear Admiral Ju- 
lian Latimer has issued an order that 
no fighting is to be permitted within 
2,000 yards on either side of the rail- 
road or the same distance from the 
Nicaraguan cities. Gen. Parajon, com- 
manding the liberal forces on thé west 
coast, located at Telica, was advised of 
this order by airplane. 

Tomorrow the government will hand 
over the historic fortress at Loma to the 
United States marines and the American 
flag will fly from the fortified hill over- 
looking Managua. 

In exchange for the American guaran- 
tees of sovereignty and independence, 
offering to guarantee the Bryan-Cha- 
morro treaty on canal rights and naval 
bases, President Adolfo Diaz this week 
will submit to the Nicaraguan congress 
a proposal for an alliance with the 
United States over a period of 100 years. 

The preamble expresses the friend- 
ship and mutual needs of both nations 
and covers an agreement similar to the 
Haiti agreement and Platt amendment 
in Cuba, with complete control of 
finances, police and sanitation in the 
hands of advisors appointed by the 
United States, and relief for Nicaragua’s 
financial position by a loan, which will 
refund all the present obligations and 
prepare the way for Atlantic railroads, 
as well as much needed highways and 
schools. 


Three Conventions Planned.

Pernambuco, Brazil, Feb. 22 (By A. 
P.)—Commander de Pinedo, the Italian 
aviator, failed in his attempt today to 
make a nonstop flight from the Cape 
Verde islands to Port Natal. He hopped 
off from Port Canico, a few miles from 
Porto Praya, Cape Verde, at 1:10 o’clock 
in the morning amd covered the long 
stretch of 1,432 miles over the ocean to 
the Island of Fernando Noronha in 
about twelve hours. He circled the is- 
land and proceeded on to the Brazilian 
mainland. 

Heavy seas and unfavorable weather, 
according to information received here, 
compelled him to return to Fernando 
Noronha, where he arrived three or four 
hours after he had first passed over it.

13,000 Attracted to Auditor- 
ium to Hear Leader of 
Salvation Army. 


WEARS ' TATTERED DRESS 


Commander Evangeline Booth, head 
of the Salvation Army in this country, 
broke the crowd record established by 
Aimee Semple McPherson last week 
when she appeared in her dramatic 
lecture, “Im Rags,” at the Washington 
auditorium last night. 

She attracted a. crowd of at least 
13,000 persons, according to police esti- 
mates, 1,000 more than the Los Angeles 
evangelist drew the second night of her 
appearance. Seven thousand were ad-

Commander Booth, who wf given 
the sobriquet of “the White Angel” by 
London’s poor, appeared on the stage 
clad in the same ciothes she wore when 
she invaded the slums of the English 
capital—a tattered plaid shawl, run- 
down shoes and a patch-filled skirt. In 
her hands she carried a basket of 
flowers. 

Friends of Commander Booth made 
it plain that they did not like to see 
her compared with Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson, but comparisons were made 
just the same.

DIVIDE AT SANTIAGO 


Three Army Planes Start for 
Valparaiso; Greeted by 
Chilean President. 


Santiago, Chile, Feb. 22 (By A, P.). 
The Pan-American squadron of the 
United States army fliers is now-di- 
vided into three parts. The St. Louis, 


Nw York and Detroit flew to Valpa-

NO FOREIGNERS’ LIVES 
LOST BY BOMBARDMENT 


Chang’s Troops ‘Reported on 
Way to Give Aid to 
Marshal Sun. 


Shanghai, Feb. 22 (By A. P.).—A 
Cantonese (nationalist) gunboat 
shelled this city today while endeavor- 
ing to bombard the Kiangnan arsenal, 
one mile south. Five shells fell in the 
French settlement district and five in 
the native city. 

Two Chinese were killed and 
American homes were damaged. 
foreigners were injured. 

Lying in the Whangpoo river, the 
gunboat. attempted to fire over the 
city at the arsenal which contained 
munitions of Sun Chuan-fang, ruler of 
this province of Kiangsu, with whom 
the Cantonese are at war. The shells 
fell short, owing to defective guns. The 
arsenal lies isolated from other habita- 
tions, and had the marksmanship been 
good, there probably would kave been 
little danger to civilians. 

The bombardment by the gunboat 
was part of a traitorous plot against 
Sun Chuan-fang. The gunboat turned 
overnight from his control when its 
personnel went over bodily to the Can- 
tonese. Two other warships of Sun— 
the cruisers Kiangwei and the Kiang- 
kang—also were said to have turned 
to the Cantonese cause, and to pre- 
vent their joining in the bombard- 
ment the French gunboats Alerte and 
Marine trained their guns upon them 
without firing.

Planned Big Bombardment. 


The plan of the three Chinese war- 
ships was said to be to bombard the 
arsenal and steam up the Changpoo 
river to unite their strength with the 
Cantonese army opposing Sun’s forces 
beyond Sungkiang, 28 miles from this 
city. 
recruiting their numbers while resting 
from the battle of last Thursday, when 
the Cantonese drove Sun’s troops from 
Hangchow toward Shanghai. 

All volunteer and police forces of 
the French concession were called to 
arms when the shelling was begun, 
and with machine guns they guarded 
all entrances to the district from the 
adjoining native city. ‘It was thought 
for the time that an effort would be 
made to overrun the foreign sections 
of the city. 

The international settlements, other 
foreign districts of Shanghai, were not 
menaced by the gunfire, they being to 
the north of the line of fire, which 
was directed southward. 

The heavy foreign naval and military 
forces were aroused by the sound of 
firing, but did not participate in the 
disturbance, with the exception of the 
two French warships which manned 
their guns. 


25 Foreign Ships Present. 


Alert to protect foreign lives and 
property if need be, there are at Shang- 
hai more than 25 foreign warships and 
more than 10,000 fighting men avail- 
able for shore duty. These, it it be- 
lieved, will be sufficient to guard the 
interests of the many thousand foreign 
residents living in a city of 1,000,000 
Chinese. 

The French cruiser Jules Mitchelet, 
with an admiral aboard, took no part 
in the affair, but the French authori- 
ties took every precaution to safeguard 
the lives and property of their nationals. 

The American residents damaged 
were those of William Rae and F. W. 
Schlobohm. The residences of R. H. T. 
Wade and Mrs. M. R. Harris, British 
subjects, and the old French club, also 
were hit. 

Mrs. Rae and her children fled from 
their home. A shell exploded in a 
bedroom of the Schlobohm home. 

The heavy swords of Sun Chuan- 
fang’s soldiers, which since Saturday 
have struck off heads of inciters to the 
strike promoted by the nationalist gov- 
ernment to weaken resistance to its 
armed forces, were less active today. 
There has been a partial resumption of

Graduate nurses of Emergency hos- 
pital can quit in a body, as they .have 
threatened to do, or they can stay on 
their jobs, Just as they please, but they 


4 will not be permitted to Aapproye or 


disapprove whatever management of 
the hospital may be installed by the 
governing board. 

This was made clear yesterday by 
Woodbury Blair, president of the board, 
and by Mrs. ames Carroll Frazer, treas- 
urer of the women’s auxiliary of the has- 
pital, following disclosure of a rupture 
between members of the Emergency 
Hospital Alumnae association and Miss 
Janet Fish, superintendent of nurses. 

The nurses are disgruntled because 
of the stricter requirements imposed by 
Miss Fish in her work of making the 
nurses’ training school of the hospital 
one cong of natignal recognition, 
something which never has been given 
it in the past, it was said. 

Proféssing a most kindly feeling to- 
ward all of the nurses involved, Mr. 
Blair said the board hoped there would 
be no walkout tomorrow. 

“In the highly improbable event of 
a walkoud, the hospital will be equipped 
to meet such an emergency,” he added. 


Self-Interest Is Charged. 


“The suggestion of a strike, which I 
hope is misunderstood, would indicate 
that the alumnae members are more 
interested in securing positions for 
themselves than with the welfare of 
the hospital and its patients,” he said. 
“The board is satisfied with the pres- 
ent management of the hospital. It can 
not give the alumnae association the 
right to veto the management it places 
in the hospital to conduct it in that 
highly efficient manner to which the 
public is entitled. 

“There must*be some mistake in re- 
gard to this threatened strike. The 
community would not tolerate a strike 
of nurses and I can not believe that 
any nurse would intentionally violate 
the ethics of her profession by doing 
such a thing. I have the highest re- 
gard for the nurses personally and also 
for their intelligence, and I can not 
help but believe that on second thought 
their more Mture judgment will con- 
vince them wf the folly of such action.” 

Mrs. Frazer declared that,the wom- 
en’s autillary, on motio of Mrs. 
Rose Douglas Merriam, its president, 
had unanimously gone on record in 
support of the stricter requirements 
imposed by Miss Fish, and intended 
to support her in any fight with. the 
nurses. Members of the auxiliary, she 
said, were convinced that the nurses 
would not desert patients under their 
care, but that if they did others would 
be substituted immediately. There were 
20 nurses who are members of the 
alumnae association on duty in the 
hospital yesterday, although the asso- 
ciation tlaims a membership of 75. The 
hospital is filled to capacity, it .was 
said. er: 

Two Requests Are Male. 


Two requests have been made by 
the alumnae association, through a 
letter written by Miss Susan Frazer, 


‘tts president, and a second written by 


Miss Gertrude Moore, association secre- 
tary, that the hospital board hear their 
grievances. 

These grievances include the appoint- 
ment of several nurses from New York 
and outside of the association ranks 
as supervisors in the hospital. These 
jobs formerly were held by. association 
membets. Hospital sauthorities said 
none of the association members has 
béen dismissed, but in the belief of the 
board, as expressed by Blair, the 
changes made by Miss Fish have been 
mecessary to raise the nursing stan- 
dards in the hospital and increase effi- 
ciency, and they have been approved. 

The alumnae association in its last 
letter requested an answer from the 
board not later than today, and it has 
been intimated that unless they were 
given a hearing and there was a satis- 
factory adjustment they would leave 
the hospital in a body. Miss Fraiser last 
night, however, refused to discuss the 
matter, declaring she knew nothing of 
the meeting the association was to 
have tonight! She would not even ad- 
mit she was president of the associa- 
tion. Other members of the association, 
however, say they will not strike, but 
merely will withdraw their names for 
assignment to cases which come into 
the hospital. Other nurses can be ob- 
tained to prevent suffering by patients, 
they said.

“We remember, we are prompt, per- 
haps over much so to forget the wrong 
done us, but we are faithful to the 
memory of the services rendered ‘us. 
We will not repudiate the obligations 
we contracted.”

|}of Lafayette, in which he _ declared 
that the American Ambassador “is

PRIOR cae ON WOMAN 
CONFESSED BY JACKSON 


Mrs. Welling’s Assailant Says 
He Also Beat Miss Coch- 
ran December 16. 


FORMAL CHARGES MADE 


_ Philip Jackson, colored, 30 years old, 
213 Third street northeast, confessed 
assailant of Mrs. Daisy Welling, 35 
years old, 137 D street southeast, who 


was beaten, robbed and criminally as- 
saulted in the Capitol grounds Fri- 


day night, confessed yesterday to the, 


attack of Miss Mary C. Cochran, 38 


years old, 2026 G street northwest, in 
the Capitol grounds December 16. 

Miss Cochran, before the attack, was 
a brilliant, well-educated woman who 
held a responsible position at the 
United States veterans’ bureau. Today 
she is in Gallinger hospital, her mind 
a complete blank as a result. of the 
blows which she received on her head 
when she was attacked, and which 
Jackson has admitted inflicting. 

Jackson told Headquarters Detectives 
John Fowler and John Flaherty, who 
obtained the confession from him, that 
robbery was the motive for his attack 
upon Miss Cochran. He said he fol- 
lowed her through the Capitol grounds 
until they neared the north end of the 
Senate Office building, when he at- 
tempted to snatch her pocketbook. 

She resisted and screamed, Jackson 
told the detectives, and then he struck 
her on the head several times and 
dragged her body behind a clump of 
bushes and fled. She regained con- 
sciousness an hour later and wandered 
to First and Pennsylvania. avenue, 
where she was found by pedestrians, 
who sent her to Emergency hospital. 
She was suffering from a fractured skull, 
and physicians for several days de- 
spaired of saving her life. 

Detectives followed blood spots on 
the snow, which covered the city at the 
time, to a clump of bushes, where the 
torn ground bore mute evidence of the 
attack.

U.S. SHOULD PAY OWN 
LAND TAX, GROUP SAYS 


Return to 50-50 Ratio Urged 
Before lowa-Thomas Cir- 
cle Citizens. 


Denouncing the’ unfairness of the 
present taxing system, members of the

Real Washington Obscure. 


The facts of his life were of record 
but were not easily accessible. While 
many excellent books, often scholarly 
and eloquent, have been written about 
him, the temptation has been so strong 
to represent him as an heroic figure 
composed of superlatives that the real 
man among men, the human being 
subjected to the trials and temptations 
common to all mortals, been too 
much obscured and forgotten. When 
*we regard him in this character and 
have revealed to us the judgment with 
which he met his problems, we shall 
all the more understand and revere his 
true greatness,/ No great mystery sur- 
rounds him; he never relied on mira- 
cles. But he was a man endowed with 
what has been called uncommon com- 
mon sense, with tireless industry, with 
a talent for taking infinite pains, and 
with a mind able to understand the 
universal and eternal problems of man- 
kind. 

Washington has come tO be known 
to the public almost exclusively as the 
Virginia colonel who accompanied the 
unfortunate expedition of Gen. Brad- 
dock, as the commander-in-chief of the 
Continental army during the revolu- 
tionary war, as the first President of 
the United States, and as the 
of the beautiful estate at Mount 
non. This general estimate 
to a large extent on'the command he 
held in the time of war and the public 
office he held in time of peace. A re- 
cital of his courage and patriotism, his 
loyalty and devotion, his self-sacrifice, 
his refusal to be king, will always 
arouse the imagination and inspire the 
soul of every one who loves his country. 
Nothing ean detract from the exalted 
place which this record entitles him 
to hold. But Ye has an appeal even 

. broader than ‘this, which today is 
equally vatuabte to the people of the 
United States. Not many of our citi- 
zens are to be called on to take high 
commands or to hold high public of- 
fice. We are all necessarily engaged 
in the ordinary affairs of life. As a 
valuable example to youth and to ma- 
turity, the experience of Washington 
in these directions is worthy of much 
more attention than it has received. 

We all share in the benefits which 
accrued from the independence he won 
and the free republic he did so much 
to establish.

and of the Potomac River Co., 
organized in 1785 to look into the 
possibility of opening navigation 
through the West. To the Potomac 
Co., which involved the first in- 
terstate commerce negotiations in this 
country, he devoted four years of serv- 
ice. It has been thought that these 
negotiations. entered into by Wasking- 
ton led up almost directly to the call- 
ing of the constitutional convention. 
They revealed clearly the difficulty un- 
der the Articles of Confederation of ac- 
complishing anything involving the 
welfare of all the States, and showed 
the need of a more strongly centralized 
national government. His ability as a 
business man was the strong support 
of his statesmanship. It made his po- 
litical ideas intensely practical. 
Washington's Atlantic-Missigsippi wa- 
terway plan was never carried out. 
But his advocacy of it without doubt 
had much to do with preventing a 
break in the Union, which threatened 
serious consequences. The people of 
western North Carolina, now Tennessee, 
shut off from the east by mountains, 
had no outlet to the sea other than 
the Mississippi, and Spain, controlling 
the mouth of this river, levied heavy 
tribute on all commerce passing 
through it. Disappointed at the 
inability of the national government 
to get concessions from Spain, they, 
in 1784, established a separate State 
and started negotiations for an asso- 
ciation with that foreign country. 
This action was rescinded after Wash- 
ington put forth his waterway plan. 


Washington a Builder. 


That he should have been respon- 
sible in a large measure for the’ open- 
ing of the West and for calling atten- 
tion to the commercial advantages the 
country might derive therefrom is by 
no means the least of his benefactions 
to the nation. He demonstrated that 
those who develop our resources, 
whether along agricultural, commercial 
and industrial lines or in. any other 
field of endeavor, are entitled to the 
approval, rather than the censure, of 
their countrymen. 

Washington was a builder—a creator. 
He had a national mind., He was con- 
stantly warning his countrymen of the 
danger of settling problems in accor- 
dance with sectional interests. His 
ideas in regard to the opening of our 
Western territory were thought out 
primarily for the benefit of the nation.

NO DISARMAMENT. 


Premier Mussolini has set forth considera- 


tions which will appeal to Americans in his ~ 
‘réply to President Coolidge’s proposal for the 


limitation of mimor naval armaments. He 
suggests that as far as Europe is concerned 
“there exists an undeniable interdependence of 
every type of armament of every single 
power.” It is not practicable for one or two 
European powers to diminish their naval 
armament while their neighbors are left free 
This sug- 
gestion must strike Americans as a sufficient 


to expand their armies and navies.

Another consideration applying specifically 
to Italy is that its unfavorable geographical 
position makes it dependent upon an adequate 
naval force for its security and even for its 
existence. It has three lines of communica- 
tion only, and these are subject to attack by 
other naval powers—the Dardanelles, Suez and 
Gibraltar. Its coasts are lined with populous 
cities, and it has island possessions, including 
the Dodecanese, and two colonies beyond the 
Suez canal. 

The extent of Italy’s naval defenses must be 
determined by Italy herself, depending upon 
the military and naval preparations of her 
neighbors and of those powers which hold 
special advantages in the Mediterranean. 

The refusal of France and Italy to join the 
proposed conference probably puts an end to 
the effort to separate the naval problem from 
other disarmament proposals. Although in 
some quarters it is hoped that a conference 
may be arranged between Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States for the purpose of 
limiting construction of minor vessels, it 
seems quite improbable that the British gov- 
ernment would consider a limitation or reduc- 
tion of cruiser armament in view of the deter- 
mination of France and Italy to retain full 
liberty of action in building submarines and 
cruisers. British communications via Gibral- 
tar and Suez would be subject to interruption 
if the two Mediterranean powers should de- 
velop great submarine strength. In that sit- 
uation Britain could not dispense with fast 
cruisers. 

The United States will remain a participant 
In the discussions of the preparatory confer- 
ence at Geneva, looking to the formulation of 
a disarmament program to be discussed at a 
general conference to be called by the league 
of nations. That a program will be agreed 
upon is highly improbable. Indeed, the trend 
of the discussions thus far held indicates that 
the very purpose of the preparatory confer- 
ence is to prevent agreement. The league 
machinery lends itself to the concealment of 
real objectives on the part of European pow- 
ers. France and Italy can accomplish their 
ends by insisting upon general agreements 
within the league, which can not be reached 
so long as far-fetched considerations of eco- 
nomic and natural resources are held to be 
necessary elements of armament. The result 
will be no agreement at all, which is the end 
aimed at. But if the United States should re- 
fuse to participate in the discussions it might 
be accused of defeating the nations’ hopes of 
disarmament. So it will take part, and its 
delegates will learn all they can of the true 
purposes of the league and its members. 

The failure of the proposed limitation of 
minor naval armaments calls for the construc- 
tion of additional cruisers by the United 
States, to bring the navy up toward a parity 
of strength with foreign navies. As each na- 
tion is providing for its defense according to 
its needs. the United States should do the 
same.

GOOD POLICE WORK. 


Following quickly on the heels of confes- 
sion by the perpetrator, police yesterday morn- 
ing found the brick with which the murderous 
attack was committed in the shadow of the 
Capitol last Friday night. 


The accused will be 
arraigned in police court this morning for 
commitment to the District jail, although 
formal charges will not be preferred until the 
condition of the victim is definitely estab- 
lished. The crime of criminal assault, how- 
ever, puts in the discretion of the jury the 
supreme penalty. 

The Metropolitan police force has acted 
efficiently in apprehending the perpetrator of 
this crime, and each and every officer who 
took an active part in the investigation and 
arrest should be marked for promotion. The 
reward probably will be bestowed on a mem- 
ber of the Terminal police force who. fur- 
nished the tip leading to the arrest, although 
equal credit is due the local force for rounding 
up the suspects and establishing the identity of 
the criminal so quickly. The next step is the 
trial and conviction, and it is to be hoped that 
it can be taken without undue delay. 

The District law providing the death pen- 
alty in cases of criminal assault is wise. Pos- 
sibly because of the severity of the penalty 
crimes of this sort are not usual in Washing- 
ton. The law, however, is valueless unless 
applied stringently. It is impossible to 
imagine a more brutal attack than that which 
occurred in the Capitol grounds. If the per- 
petrator is convicted, no time should be lost 
in executing him as an example and a warning. 


AMMUNITION DUMPS NEAR CITIES. 


Citizens of Baltimore are not satisfied with 
the program of the War Department in the 
matter of the disposition of the munitions in 
the ordnance depot at Curtis bay, on the edge 
of Maryland’s metropolis. In the deficiency 
bill now pending enough money is provided to 
assure the removal of all the TNT and other 
high explosives, but apparently the removal 
of smokeless powder and other less dangerous 
ammunition is not contemplated.

IS HE SOBER? 
At last the question which has bothered 
cops, captains, lawyers and judges for lo! these 
many years has been answered in Great Britain 
and the answer will, without doubt, be ac- 
cepted as gospel on this side of the Atlantic as 
soon as it is received.

The report after sixteen months of investi- 
gation points out that there “is not a single 
reliable test which justifies a practitioner in 
reaching a decision as to drunkenness.’ That 
sets aside the practice of some of our own 
police court judges who have, in the past, been 
only too willing to accept the opinion of a 
policeman, who may have been prejudiced. 
The medical association’s committee finds that 
in addition to the aroma emanating from the 
breathing apparatus of the accused, “‘it is es- 
sential to consider general demeanor, the state 
of the tongue, the character of speech, man- 
ner of walking, sitting and rising; the manner 
in which he picks up objects from the floor; 
his memory as to recent events; the reaction 
of his pupils, and his manner of breathfhg 
must all be taken into consideration.” After 
all these tests have been made and the person 
is “so much under the influence of alcohol 
as to have lost control of his faculties to such 
an extent as to render him unable to. execute 
safely the occupation in which he is engaged” 
he is drunk beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

The full text of the report of the commit- 
tee has not been received on this side up to 
the present. It is hoped that it will also show 
just what percenatge of alcohol in a beverage 
will produce the various symptoms upon which 
inebriety may be determined. Such informa- 
tion would be invaluable in the next Congress 
when the fight between the wets and the drys 
will be renewed.

The method employed by the commission in 
arriving at valuations was attacked; and had 
this attack been sustained by the Supreme 
Court,*it was conceivable that with an upset- 
ting of the commission’s valuation new and 
higher valuations would have followed, re- 
sulting in higher rates and tariff charges on all 
common carriers. 

The Supreme Court holds in substance that 
Congress gave the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission power to make valuations, but did not 
tell how. That was left to the discretion of 
the commission. It is held that the valuations 
named are merely the result of investigation 
and as such of themselves can not be attacked 
until they are actually applied as prima facie 
evidence in a legal proceeding putting into ef- 
fect the valuations themselves. ’ 

The court concludes that it has no jurisdic- 
tion over the correctness or incorrectness of 
the valuations. Congress did not confer upon 
the courts power either to direct what the com- 
mission shall find, or to anhul the report be- 
cause of errors committed in making it. 

The court holds further that neither the ut- 
terances of the commission, nor its processes 
of reasoning, as distinguished from its acts, are 
a subject for injunction. 

Thus the main question as to whether the 
commission’s method of valuations is correct is 
still undecided. The court does not say 
whether that matter may ever be settled in any 
specific case, since it is practically impossible 
to determine what portion of a proclaimed 
valuation of all the carriers for rate purposes 
may be traced to a particular carrier. 

This decision has an important bearing on 
the constitutional power of Congress to dele- 
gate legislative functions to an independent 
commission or bureau. The logic of the de- 
cision appears to be that Congress may dele- 
gate almost unlimited powers. 
arose in the case of the flexible tariff powers 
delegated to the tariff commission. 

It is hoped that in the case of common car- 
riers and the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Supreme Court may have an opportunity 
to settle this question, so vital to the carriers 


and the shipping and traveling public.

way of sharing the burden of expense 
in maintaining the District government 
and the Capital of the nation. Wash- 
ington is not for those who reside here 
alone, but is for all the people of the™ 
nation. The heaviest burden of ex- 
penditure is in maintaining and light- 
ing tke streets, maintaining a police 
force and a fire department and the 
schools. 

The government through its officials 
is the heaviest user of the streets. Hun- 
dreds of automobiles and trucks used. 
for the government traverse the streets *¥ 
daily. Not this alone. At least 30,000 
of those employed by the government 
pay no local taxes, yet they must 
the streets. Nor is this all. Near 
every member of Congress comes to th 
sessions bringing his own automobile, 
and they use the streets daily, and 
some of them nightly, throughout the 
session. Hundreds and thousands of 
visitors, coming here because it is the 
Nation’s Capital, use the atreets kept 
up and lighted at the expense of the 
private owners of property. 

Being the Capital.and being thronged 
with visitors requires the maintenance ~— 
of a muck larger police force than — 
would be required otherwise. Again, — 
the burden falls on the private owner. © 
The fire department is as necessary for 
the safety of the property of the gov- — 
ernment as for that of private owners. 

Many congressmen bring their chil-— 
dren with them, placing them in the 
public schools, thus adding to the cost 
of school maintenance. The govern- 
ment is, by far, the largest owner of 
property in the District. More than 
half the cost of running the District — 
is occasioned because this is the Capital — 
of the country. Yet Congress pays less 
than one-third of the cost. No other — 


country would so treat its capital city.

MARKED STRIDES SEEN 
IN RACE RELATIONS | 


Discouraging, But Not 
Hopeless, Is Report. 


Atlanta, Ga. Feb. 22 (By A. P.).— 
Marked stre®es were made in many 
directions in. the progress of race re- 
lations during 1926, the commission of 
interracial cooperation announced in 
its report, made public here tonight. 
Tuskegee’s report showing 30 victims 
lynching in 1926 as against 16 the 
previous year was termed “discourag- 
ing but not hopeless,”’ when considered 
alongside the former average of 107 a 
year for a period of 40 years. 

“Georgia, for example,” said the re- 
port, had but one lynching last year, 
and that of a white man, as against 
a 44-year average of 11. It is significant 
Iso that nine alleged participants in 
this crime were indicted, tried and 
sentenced to prison, several of them, 
for life.

Mr. Warren recalled the lauda- 
tory words of Thomas Jefferson, who 
wrote of Adams that he was “as disin- 
terested as the Being who made him,” 
that his “deep conceptions and un- 
daunted firmness made him truly a bul- 
wark in debate,” and that “to him 
more than to any other man is the 
country indebted for independence.” 

oung men and young women must 
work out the problems of personal and 
national liberty for which Adams gave 
his life if they are to be worthy of the 
founders of their nations, Mr. Warren 
declared. Adams was essentially a man 
who fought for liberty, the speaker 
stated, and it is to him that the United 
States owes the form of its State con- 
stitutions and its Federal constitution.

Leader Decries the Factional 
Fights in Washington 
Birthday Talk. 


SAYS PARTY FACES TRIAL 


Topeka, ba Feb. 22 (By A. P.) 
The Democratic party must unite “in a 
spirit of mutual concession” if it is to 
fulfill its responsibilities in a govern- 
ment of two major political groups, de- 
clared Cordell Hull, Tennessee congress- 
man and former national Democratic 
chairman, in an address tonight at the 
annual Washington day dinner of Kan- 
sas Democrats. 

“Thre Democratic party is bigger than 
any one issue, individual or group,” Mr. 
Hull said. “Its rallying cry should be 
‘unity, harmony, concession—every- 
thing for the cause, nothing for men.’” 

“The task of leadership is up to the 
Democratic party. It cannot escape this 
great responsibility. The country needs 
its services. If its leaders have not lost 
the spirit of its historic principles, if 
they care more for the Democratic party 
than they do for a group or faction of 
it, if they love the body of its time- 
honored. principlés more than they do 
some one idea or issue, if they are more 
concerned for party success than for 
personal ambition, there will be a great 
rallying of the Democratic hosts behind 
united party leadership in 1928.” 

Every Democrat in every State will 
find his loyalty on trial between now 
and the next presidential election, Mr. 
Hull declared. 

“Is he willing, in a spirit of mutual 
concession, as in the old days, to join 
with his associates in a program of 
policies behind which all can con- 
sistently unite and fight on to suc- 
cess?” the speaker asked. “Or will he 
stand out and promote dissension, dis- 
ruption and disintegration at this 
crucial stage? The duty and the op- 
portunity are here. A Democrat must 
forget not only his friends, but him- 
self.” 

Mr. Hull asserted that “lack of vision 
and intelligent capacity to interpret 
the proper relations between nations 
have destroyed America’s moral and 
economic leadership of the world.” He 
also charged the present Republican 
administration with “the wrecking of 
agriculture for the sake of greatly en- 
riching a segment of industry.” The 
slogans of “economy” and “prosperity,” 
he insisted, “have shielded the short- 
comings, the wrongs and the cor- 
ruptions in the Washington adminis- 
tration.”

British Birth Rate 
For 1926 Declines

London, Feb. 22.—Vital statistics pub- 
lished today disclose that England’s 
1926 birth rate was the lowest ever re- 
corded with the exception of 1918. The 
figures show that 17.8 babies were born 
to every 1,000 persons. Furthermore; 
the last quarter of the year showed that 
there were 10,413 fewer births and 27,- 
000 more deaths than in the preceding 
quarter. 

On the whole year the death rates 
were down, however, being 11.6 to every 
1,000 the lowest recorded. The annual 
totals give 694,000 births and 453,000 
deaths, making the population increase 
241,000. The weekly health figures to- 
day show 231 more influenza deaths.

ON SALE OF FIREARMS 


Crime Commission Would Re-. 


quire Permit to Pur- 
. chase Guns. 


SENT OUT TO GOVERNORS 


New York, Feb. 22 (By A. P.).—Draft 
of a firearms law, designed to prevent 
gunmen from using State boundaries 
as stepping stones to crime, has been 
forwarded to the governors of all States 
that hold legislative sessions this year, 
Richard Washburn Child, acting chair- 
man of the national crime commis- 
sion, announced today. 

The proposed act, which would regu- 
late the sale, possession and use of 
firerams, silencers and noxious gases, 


was prepared by the special committee 
on firearms regulation appointed by 
the national commission last July. The 
committee was said to have been able 
to reach an agreement on all impor- 
tant features of the bill, except a sec- 
tion requiring a permit to purchase, as 
well as to carry a pistol. The members 
of the committee representing the 
small arms manufacturers and associa- 
tions, dissented from this requirement 
which was, however, agreed on by a 
majority of the members. 

The proposed legislation affects all 
firearms less than 26 inches long, which 
includes sawed-off shotguns and sub- 
machine guns. 

In regard to punishment for crimes 
committed with the aid of firearms the 
bill is similar to the new Baumes laws 
of New York, except that for fourth of- 
fenders the judge may, at his discre- 
tion, impose sentence of twenty years, 
instead of the life sentence, which is 
mandatory under the Baumes laws. 

The bill contains rigid restrictions 
concerning persons to whom permits to 
carry firearms may be issued and rec- 
ords which must be kept on every sale. 
Advertising of weapons is made unlaw- 
ful. Silencers are prohibited, except for 
military and police purposes. A penalty 
of five years imprisonment is fixed for 
unauthorized possession of a machine 
gun. Finger prints are to be taken 
of all persons to whom permits are 
issued and the giving of false testi- 
mony in an application for a permit 
is made a felony. 


Gov. Moody Forced 
To Step Into Mexico 


Laredo, Tex., Feb. 22 (By A. P.).— 
Gov. Dan Moody of Texas forcibly left 
the State today, thus automatically 
surrendering his office temporarily to 
Barry Miller, lieutenant governor. Mil- 
ler was governor for only about 15 
seconds, however, aS Moody returned as 
quickly as he left.

London, Feb. 22 (By A. P.).—Lady 
Astor’s attack on the government in an 
effort to obtain equal suffrage for 
women will be sensav.ionally supported, 
under present plans, by mass lobbying 
of the members of parliament at the 


house of commons on March 3 by 
women drafted from the numerous suf- 
fragist organizations. 

Lady Astor herself is coaching the 
lobbysists for the demonstration, which 
will be the first of its kind since tne 
hectic days of militant suffrage activi- 
ties before the war. All the women’s 
organizations are cooperating. Up to

Judiciary Square Site Would 
| Not Permit Future Expan- 
sion, Committee Says. 


CAPITAL TOTAL $813,000 


Appropriation for the new police court 
building, recommended by the budget 
bureau, was denied by the House appro- 
priations committee yesterday in sub- 
mitting the final deficiency bill. ‘Dis- 
trict items in the bill total $813,273.41, 
or $400,000 less than the budget esti- 
mates. . 

This reduction is reflected in the de- 


nial of the police court building item. 
The committee also denied a contract 
authorization of $500,000. In explane- 
tion the committee reported that the 
site selected on Judiciary square would 
not permit of an enlargement of the 
building to meet future needs, and at 
the same time there is a proposal pend- 
ing to merge the police and municipal 
courts. ‘ 

As projected the new police court 
building would provide for only five 
rooms, while there are already four 
judges, and additional judges are betng 
suggested to relieve congestion, the 
committee said. 

A total of $225,000 is recommended 
for a site and eight-room building to 
replace the Bell school, located at Firgt 
and B streets southwest. The govert- 
ment building program will displace 
this school, it is pointed out. 

The largest item is one for $250,000 
for the care of the District's charges at 
St. Elizabeths hospital. The additional 
money is necessary owing to a per 
capita increase in the cost of a, hospital 
patient from $1.50 to $1.65. There is 
an item of $135,000 for the payment of 
pensions under the policemen’s and 
firemen’s retirement fund. 

The committee also refused to pro- 
vide funds for the removal of the Bar- 
tholdi fountain in Botanic Garden. It 
did approve $600,000 for enlargement 
and relocation of the grounds, but con- 
tended that there was no need of ap- 
propriating for the removal of the 
fountain* until the additional grounds 
are acquired.

GLAD HANDS. 


SHORT time ago, I took mental 

note of the hands I know, and, 

aside from one or two pair (at 
the most), the hands of my friends 
were negligible in their impression 
upon me. Of course, they were well- 
kept hands—somehow I feel I shouldn’t 
have included their owners in my list 
of friends if they weren't. Oddly 
enough, however, those hands that 
came to my mind first were conspicu- 
ous for their unwieldiness. To me, the 
Outstanding characteristic of the 
continental actresses that have come to 
our shores and captured our hearts, is 
the exquisite pantomime of their hands. 
With the crook of a finger, they are 
ead hands; glad hands; hands weary 
and heavy; fluttering with joy; always 
expressive. 

The size of our hands generally is in 
proportion to our bodies. That, we can 
not change. We concern ourselves with 
keeping them smooth and white and 
well manicured, yes—but do we ever 
give a thought to the graceful display 
of these “white doves,” as one of our 
columnists calls them? 

Just as dancing keeps the body 
limber, so do exercises help the hands 
to be graceful, either “on the wing” 
or in repose. There is, of course, the 
habit of drying the fingers carefully 
and gently pressing them to a point 
at. the tips. This little help does really 
ericourage the fingers to taper, if 


practised persistently. The next exer- 
cise you will know well if you have 
ever taken plano lessons.

The wrists can be_ strengthened 
simply by bending them back, forward, 
left and right, and slapping them back- 
ward and forward with precision. 

Your mirror can play an important 
part, too. Stand before it, and make 
simple movements with your hands— 
hold things, fold your hands quietly 
and criticize their appearance. Then. 
proceed to do these simple things grace- 
fully. You will be surprised at the 
improvement noticeable after a few 
trials. 


Hands are utilitarian things and, 
oddly enough, can be a chief claim to 
beauty. If your friends have not 
mentioned your hands, they are being 
kind. Your reward for dilligent exer- 
cises will come when the man “who 
makes a difference” says to you, “Your 
hands are beautiful.”

EATING BANANAS TO REMEDY r 
AILMENTS. 

ANANAS seem to be on the point 

of getting into the list of reme- 

dies for disease in addition to 
their service as foods. Every little 
while some medical journal has an ar- 
ticle on banaras in the treatment of 
celiac disease. Stedman’s dictionary 
defines celiac disease as a subacute 
diarrhoea masked by large, whitish, 
frothy stools, later greenish, occurring 
chiefly in children under 5 years of age; 
the general symptoms: Pallor, arrest of 
development, high pitched, weak voice, 
and muscular weakness. 

Irish tells us that in the treatment 
of celiac disease bananas are very help- 
ful, if not alniost necessary 

Eddy and Kellogg show that in the 
prevention and in the cure of scurvy 
bananas rank near the top. It is no 
longer necessary for ships to carry lime 
juice as a preventive of scurvy if they 
happen to have bananas on board. 

The careful research by Eddy and 
Kellogg shows well ripened bananas to 
be very good food, palatable, nutritious, 
and easily digested. The starches and 
sugars are valuable. We do not have 
all the information we should have as 
to the proteids and-fats. The min- 
erals in bananas supply some of the 
body needs. 

The vitamins which promote growth 
—A and B—are present in good 
amounts. The one which combats 
scurvy—C—abounds. The one which 
is supposed to promote fertility is 
there in unknown but probably small 
quantities. The vitamin which pro- 
tects against and cures rickets—D—tis 
deficient. Children fed on bananas 
need to get sunlight and foods rich in 
vitamin D. 

Ripe bananas are easily digested 
when eaten slowly and chewed. A ripe 
banana is one that is turning from 
yellow to brown and is beginning to 
show specks. Bananas that are golden 
yellow, or yellow with a tinge of green,

The ripening of bananas should not 
be done in a refrigerator.

The Italian fruit dealer who 
ripens his bananas in his bédroom, or 
in the cellar of his house, somehow 
seemed to stumble on the right plan. 

The advice to cook bananas unpeeled 
suggests another point. One reason 
health men advise the use of bananas 
is because they do not carry infection. 
Even in the tropics that heavy peeling 
suffices to protect the fruit against 
typhoid and dysentery bacteria, amoeba 
coli, and other disease producing or- 
ganisms.

BIG CIVIC CELEBRATION 
HELD AT POLI’S THEATER 


Masons Place Wreath at Mon- 


ument After Services at 
Museum.

The heart of the National Capital | 


pulsated with pride yesterday on the | 
anniversary of George Washington's | 
birth, and the pulse beats were felt| 
throughout the land and beyond. 


President Coolidge’s eulogy of the} 
first President, broadcast by 42 power- 
ful stations, penetrated every part of 
American and then leaped the ocean to 
London. 

In a dozen places Washingtonians 
gathered to pay homage to the man for 
whom their city is named, Mount Ver- 
non became a patriotic shrine toward 
which hundreds of pilgrims journeyed, 
and last night the master’s tomb was 
piled high with floral offerings. 

The outstanding civic celebration 
was held in Poli’s theater, where a 
representative of the government for 
which Washington fought and a re- 
presentative of the government against 
which he fought joined in praising his 
greatness. 

Representative Theodore E. Burton, 
of Ohio, declared Americans would do 
well to emulate the. unselfishness and 
devotion to country that was exempli- 
fied by George Washington. Sir Esme 
Howard, the British Ambassador, de- 
livered his eulogy of Washington in 
presenting a gold medal to Adelaide 
Emley for her prize-winning essay on 
William Pitt, who championed Ameri- 
ca’s cause in England. 


Summerall Gives Talk. 


Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall re- 
called that Washington was a stanch 
advocate of preparedness in a speech 
at the joint celebration held in 
Memorial Continental hall under au- 
spices of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, the Sons of the Ameri- 
can Revolution and the Children of the 
American Revolution. 

After leaving Poli’s theater Repre- 
sentative Burton went to St. Mark’s 
Episcopal church, where, in an address 
before the Association of Oldest Inhabi- 
tants, he declared George Washington 
was an inspiration to the entire world. 

How George Washington’s Masonic 
affiliations helped to mould his pa- 
triotism was described by Representa- 
tive Arthur M. Free, of California, at 
the exercises held in the new National 
museum under the auspices of the ad- 
visory board of the District of Colum- 
bla Masonic clubs. After the meeting 
the Masons marched to the Washington 
monument, where a wreath was placed 
by M. D. Hensey. 

Members of the George Washington 
post, No. 1, of the American Legion, 
formed an automobile caravan in the 
morning and journeyed to Mt. Ver- 
non to place a wreath on the Washing- 
ton tomb. Commander G. T. Rude 
headed the caravan. 


Yogananda Gives Tribute. 


Swami Yogananda, the Indian 
philosopher who is leaturing in this 
city, was among the scores of pilgrims 
who went to Mt. Vernon. With him 
were several of his friends and stu- 
dents. 

“In George Washington,” said Swami, 
“we find strength, combined with tran- 
scendental spirituality. He was cour- 
ageous, as well as kind, brave as well 
as meek. In him were combined the 
lion and the lamb, the soldier and the 
saint.” 

The Sons of the Revolution in. New 
York have joined in the campaign to 
bring out the real personality of 
George Washington, and, as a first step, 
have suggested to Postmaster General 
New that he put a new likeness of 
Washington on the 2-cent stamp in- 
stead of the “doubtful idealization that 
now decorates the issue.” 

Heviyn D. Benson, chairman of the 
publicity committee of the Society of 
the Sons of the American Revolution 
in the State of New York, suggests to 
Postmaster General New that Houdin’s 
life mask of Washington be used on 
the stamp. 

Mr. Benson said that while he ob- 
jected to some of Rupert Hughes’ 
statements concerning Washington, he 
concurred with the “general idea” of 
bringing out his true personality. In 
his letter to Postmaster General New 
he says: 

“I am much interested in the efforts 
being made to ‘put across the real per- 
sonalities of the founders of the re- 
public.’ I have ever been impressed 
with the power of the 2-cent stamp as 
a means of vibrant publicity, and it 
seemed to me that an opportunity was 
lost when a more intimate study of 
the Father of His Country was not used 
in the design of the present 2-cent 
issue. 

Honors Life Mask. 


“As a suggestion, I beg to call your 
attention to the inclosed cut of Hou- 
din’s life mask of Washington, whose 
obviousness as a conveyor of the maj- 
esty of Washington haloed by a vivid 
humanness that would surely bring 
him closer to the users of the 2-cent 
stamp if this life mask were to be used 
for a design just as it is rather than 
the doubtful idealization that now dec- 
orates the issue.”’ 

An intimate word picture of George 
Washington was painted yesterday by 
Representative Arthur M. Free, of Cali- 
fornia, at the exercises in the New Na- 
tional museum under the auspices of 
the advisory board of the District of 
Columbia Masonic Clubs. 

He told of Washington's training for 
military life, of his arduous study of 
madthematics and of his prolificness as 
a letter writer. His letters, Representa- 
tive Free said, have had a profound in- 
fluence. He also told how Washing- 
ton’s Masonic affiliations helped mold 
his patriotism. 

Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries, who pre- 
sided at the meeting, denounced the 

“scavengers of history who are digging 
into the filth of the past.” 

The Rev. Dr. John C. Palmer, chap- 
lain of the grand lodge of the Dis- 
trict, pronounced the invocation. “The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ was sung by 
Mary Therier Bowie and the Almas 
Temple band played “America.” 

Those at the exercises wore a cherry 
blossom in their lapels, this having 
been adopted as the official emblem.

He declared that 
his vision of a great capital on the 
site he had selected sometimes was 
darkened by discouragement. His 
brighter hopes, however, he reminded, 
were expressed in these words: 

“A century hence, if this country 
keeps united, will produce a city, 
though not as large as London, yet of 
a magnitude inferior to few others in 
Europe, on the banks of the Potomac.” 

In a business session, the association 
commended Charles C. Glover for his 
“liberality” in donating a park site to 
the District. A resolution to this ef- 
fect was introduced by Charles F. Du- 
hamel.

He should properly 
have been identified as a man.” 

The exercises, in which 90 organiza- 
tions, patriotic, hereditary, fraternal 
and civic, joined, were further marked 
by a tribute to William Pitt, Lord 
Chatham, who vigorously opposed the 
policies of the British ministry which 
occasioned the breach with the colonies, 
by Sir Esme Howard, Ambassador from 
Great Britain. 


Girl Receives Medal. 


Sir Esme presented the gold medal 
awarded by. the District Sons of the 
Revolution to Miss Adelaide Emley, 17 
years old, of the graduating class at 
Gunston Hall school, for the best essay 
on “William Pitt, Lord Chatham, His 
Services for America’s Welfare.” Sir 
Esme said: 

“It always seemed to me that there 
was something akin in the characters 
of the great American whose birthday 
anniversary we celebrate today and the 
great Englishman who strove so pas- 
Ssionately to preserve America for men 
of British race. 

“Washington, however, saw his ef- 
forts crowned with success. Pitt saw 
his own ending in failure when the 
rulers of Great Britain followed a pol- 
icy which he believed must end in rup- 
ture between the mother country and 
the colonies.” 

In the audience, which packed the 
theater, were many prominent persons, 
high government officials and diplo- 
mats. Addressing his remarks to the 
representatives of foreign nations pres- 
ent, Mr. Burton declared that the peo- 
ple of the United States wished to join 
with them in establishing peace. 

However, he did not agree with the 
opposition to nationalism stressed by 
leaders in the peace movement.
